POLICY CONCERNING GRADE OF INCOMPLETE 

As you may have noticed in the 1976-1978 college bulletin, a fee of $10 has 
been established for removal of a grade of Incomplete (page 16). This fee is 
intended to provide a partial reimbursement for the added services the student 
receives when an INC is taken — registrar services, recordkeeping, additional 
time for the instructor, etc. It brings the Mount into line with most other 
colleges in this respect. 

In order to regularize the interpretation of the grade of INC and to provide 
a procedure by which the fee is paid, the Academic Board, on November 17, 1976, 
has established the following academic policy, effective immediately: 

"An Incomplete should be given only when a student: 

1. has fulfilled the majority of the course requirements, 

2. has a passing grade in the class work, 

3. is prevented from completing the assigned work for serious 
reasons, e.g., illness, death in the family, etc., 

4. has consulted the instructor prior to the grading period and the 
instructor has determined that the student can realistically 
complete the work within one term/ semester. 

An Incomplete will remain as such unless removed by the instructor within 
one term/one semester. The incomplete is ignored when computing the GPA. 

An incomplete can be extended beyond one term/one semester only upon petition 
to the Academic Dean."

Re: Procedure for Changing INCOMPLETE to a Letter Grade 

1) Instructors should keep a record of all INCOMPLETE grades by keeping the 
computer grade sheets (pink) which will be returned after each grading 
period. 

2) The student is responsible for completing the required work during the 
allotted time and delivering it to the Instructor for evaluation. 

3) When the Instructor determines that the student has satisfactorily completed 
the course work, he/she: 

a) changes the INCOMPLETE to the letter grade on the pink sheet; 

b) sends the pink sheet to the Registrar's Office. 

4) The Registrar files the pink sheet in the change of grade file and mails 
the following card to the student:

6. Student will be notified in either case. 

7. At end of term or session, student requests the other institution to 

send a transcript of credit to the Office of the Registrar at Chalon.

Since I am interested in the health-care field, my internship at 
Orthopaedic Hospital was a rewarding, valuable experience. I rotated 
from the Social Service Department to Wills, Trusts and Endowments. 
to the Hemofilia Center to the Personnel Office and finally to the 
Audio Visual Department. I found this last department very fascinating, 
It opened up to me a whole new area, and now I am hoping to get into 
medical photography. 

I did my internship in DIRECTION SPORTS, a non-profit organization 
dedicated to teaching and motivating children through sports. My job 
was that of receptionist and of assistant to the director, Mr. Tulley 
Brown. Mr. Brown has earned a widespread reputation for his work with 
sports for underprivileged children, and being associated with him was 
a very interesting experience. Although this was not my first job, I 
feel that I benefited a lot from my varied duties. 

Working for a freight forwarding company made me aware of what is 
expected of a service organization — a lot! Among my responsibilities 
were typing banking documents for shippers exporting out of the United 
States and sometimes booking space on a vessel for them. Much of our 
business was transacted by phone; and although I didn't always enjoy 
the situations, I know I learned a lot of tact. I found my job inter- 
esting and rewarding. 

All of us worked at the Jefferson and Hill branch of the Bank of 
America. Our supervisor was Mrs. Betty Bowden who, after working 
with MSMC internship students last year, asked for more this year. 
Although our duties were varied, our most valuable experience came 
from working directly with the public. In helping so many people with 
their banking needs, we came to realize more and more the importance 
of integrity, exactitude, poise, and tact. We hope to stay in the 
banking industry and to advance up the career ladder. 

My internship was very enjoyable, mainly because of the patience and 
understanding of Mr. George 0. West, attorney at law. While working 
for him I learned how to type and process many different kinds of 
court forms — among them complaints, summons, interrogatories, and 
answers to interrogatories.
